Governor of North Carolina. 


DEPARTMENT, 
Raleigh, June 9th, 1873. 


Be it known to all whom it may concern: 

That in conformity with section 8, chap- 
ter 153 of the acts of the General Assembly 
passed at the session of 1572-’73, in relation 
to amendments of the Constitution of the 
Scate: 

I, trop R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act as Sets forth the 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first ‘Thurs- 
day of August, 1873, in the Raleigh “Waily 
Sentinel,”’ the “Daily Era’ and the “Daily 
NrEws”, published 74 Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time iu the following 
Weekly papers, published in the various 
Congressional Districts of the State to-wit: 

First District—*‘North Carolinian,”’ Eliza- 
beth City ; ‘*Express,”’ Washington. 


Second District—**‘ News,” Goldsboro; 
“Mail,’’ Rocky Mount, 
Third District—‘Statesman,” Fayette- 


ville; “Star,” Wilmington. 
Fifth District—* New North State,”’ 
Greensboruv ; “Chronicle,’’ Milton. 
Sixth District—* Democrat, Charlotte; 
“Spirit of the South,”’ Rockingham. 
Seventh District—“ States- 
“*“Watohman,”’ Salisbu 
District— “Pioneer”. and “hx posi- 
ruion 1 of the preamble ordered to 
be pub ished is in the tollowing words, 
“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
three times in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Consti.ution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to
